It la learned In London that the

your car stands idle in the gurafe.

be draincd off and the drain plugs 
replaced before they are mislald. 

Then jack pp the whole. alr, tak- 
ing the weight off the tyres and as 
much as possible off the springs. 
Solid blocks uf wood at the four 
corners of the chassis frame will 
give safe support. 

While on the job, slip off the 
wheels and remove the tyres, rid- 
ding, them of all signs of oll and 
grease, and winding strips of paper 
around them. ‘ 

Don't forget the battery. If it is 
faulty, now is the time to have it 
repaired and stored. Otherwise, 
hove It put either on “periodic” or 
“trickle” charge. .

Won't Imitate Nazis 


Britain had no intention of imitat- 
ing the barbarous methods of their 
opponents, from which Itallan ships 
and nationals had suffered along those 
of other neutral powers. 

They therefore, had always sought 
to-ensure that their uction conformed 
to acvepted principles under which 
they exercised belligerent rights, but 
they were unable to accept dis- 
hblilties that would result for them 
were they to refrain from Cull exercise 
of these rights. ° -

Enlightoning House 
Of Lords Debate 


LONDON, Mar. 20 (British Wire- 
tess). —The recent statement of nolicy 
on Colonial development and welfare 
wns discussed in the House of Lords 
to-day at the Instanee of Lord dies. 

Lord Moyno ’ (who headed a Com- 
mission to investigate conditions in 
the West Indies some time ago) him- 
self intervened in the debate and in- 
sisted on the importance of the 
economic and social 
Coloriial questions, and in the West 
Indies In partlewlar where hls Com- 
mission hod seen discontent pri- 
marily due to poverty. . 

The Marquis of Dufferin and Ava, 
Under-Sceretary for 
said the debate showed 
Government were working in accord- 
ance with the-sentiments of all those 
who were -best qualified to give on 
opinion us to the value of the policy 
they were pursulng. : 

Status Quo Remains 

The £5,500,000 recommended was 
entirely new money. It had nothing 
to do with the grants-In-ald which 
had hitherto been made by the Trea- 
sury. - ” 

Although it was thelr firm inten- 
tlon, by the wise use of this develop- 
ment money, to dispense with the 
gtant-in-nid, for the . present the 
status quo remained. = 
1 They had asked the Colonics to pre- 
pare schemes In the hope that Parlla- 
ment would approve of them anti 
they were already sctling up the 
necessary machinery to devise proper 
schemes to be set up before the new 
Committce when it cume into exls- 
tence, : 

Meanwhile, the Colonial OMce was 
faking other steps to equip itself and 
the Colonies for the new devclop- 
ments, They were considering how 
the personnel of the smaller Colonics 
could best be strengthened for the 
preparation and carrylng out of the 
programmes. They were’ also con- 
sideringz the composition of Advisory 
Committees. 

West Indics Problem 

Regarding the West Indles, the 
Government were, in general, in 
hearty ugreement with oll the Com- 
misslon’s recommendations. They 
had_every intention of pushing ahead 
us fust as possible. There was no 
intention of using the moncy ° for 
pauperising the Colonics. The whole 
cffort must be a joint one between 
Britain and the Colonics themselves.
